“The Hawley bill proposes,” it 
continued, “that the President have 
the appointment of this board 
without reference to party, which, 
of course. means a partisan board, 
which will recommend to the Pres- 
ident only such changes as he may 
desire up to 50 per cent and gives 
to the President the absolute right 
to make such changes.” 

The Democratic program would 
have the board report to Congress 
instead of to the President. 

Charging ttiat the change is un- 
constitutional, the statement said: 
“The obvious purpose of the move 
is to avoid such a political situa- 
tion as now exists in the Senate, 
where a coalition of the Democrats 
and progressive Republicans may 
be able to force a revision of the 
unconscionable schedules the tariff 
lobby succeeded in getting from 
the Republican Ways and Means 
Committee of the House.”

Conditions in St. Louis Circuit Courts 


A reply to “Banker” whose letter to the Post-Dispatch criticised the Judges for taking 
long vacations despite a crowded docket; St. Louis has eight trial Judges as 
against 50 for Chicago ard 40 for Los Angeles; an explanation why summer 


sessions have not been feasible. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
HE letter you published recently from 


“Banker,” which is merely one of a num- 
ber of the same kind criticising the Judges 
of the Circuit Court for not trying cases dur- 
ing the hot season, is so upfair that I feel 
prompted to give you a lawyer's side of the 
situation. 

Conditions in the old courthouse have 
been for years and are now such that, on 
account of the summer heat, windows must 
be kept wide open, with the result that the 
noises caused by street cars, automobiles, 
etc., make it next to impossible to hear what 
is going on. It is also the time of the year 
when litigants, witnesses and lawyers do not 
want to be cooped in a room trying law- 
suits. Many litigants are out of the city or 
intend to be, same with witnesses and jury 
men. Besides, lawyers who have been work- 
ing steadily since the previous September, 
which, taking in the month of June, is prac- 
tically 10 months of the year, are also tired 
and want to go on vacations and want to 
rest and get in shape for the next court 
season's work. When everybody else goes 
on vacations and loafs for a while, why 
should Judges be forced to hold court? 

The fact that there are, according to 
“Banker,” 26,000 cases on the docket, 
which he says will be increased to 29,000 
by Oct. 1, is not the fault of the Judges, but 
of the people who want to gue and, of 
course,. find lawyers willing to accommo- 
date them. All that the Judges in jury 
rooms can do, and there are only eight of 
them, is to try cases as they, are assigned 
to them. The fault is not with the Judges, 
who put in as much time during the sea- 
son when cases can be tried as any other 
set of Judges does, possibly more than Mr. 
Banker does in his business. Even if our 
Judges tried one case a day on each day of 
the week, that is, seven«civil cases each 
week, they could only dispose of 70 cases. 
It is not often that a case is finished the 
day it starts; some cases, like a contested 
will case, take three or four days or a week, 
sometimes longer than that. 


I have been informed that Chicago has 
50 trial Judges; Los Angeles has 40. 

If Mr. Banker had eight clerks, or what- 
ever other name he gives his employes, and 
would have a rush of thousands of custom. 
ers he would very quickly hire enough 
others to meet the demand, but our Legis- 
lature has refused for many years to in- 
crease the number to such a mumber as 
will facilitate the disposition of cases. Be- 
sides, Mr. Banker goes on vacations and 
can leave his business with some assistant 
or subordinate; unfortunately, our Judges 
cannot do that; they alone must do the 
work which ts assigned to them by the 
law. There is no more faithful and con- 
Scientious body of Judges anywhere than 
St. Louis possesses. 

The fact that there are so many jury and 
equity cases in which there are no juries 
on the docket has prevented our Judges 
from taking up condemnation cases so that 
Important pubile work has to be side- 
tracked. Our last Legislature, however, in- 
creased the number of Judges by two, which 
will help some. It should have provided for 
a dozen at least. Our important criminal 
cases are handled by three Judges, our 4i- 
vorce cases by two Judges. rrhaps some 

i 


way would be devised to have all the di- 
vorce cases tried by one Judge, which would 
add another to the courtrooms usable for 
jury trials. The offices of these additional 
Judges which we need, when we once get 
them and get the great bulk of 29,000 cases 
out of the way and get back to normal, 
could be reduced. In other words, as in 
a store, when the big rush is over, the 
clerks and salesmen are discharged; but 
the State’s and city’s expenses are so large 
that the State's and city’s revenue, it is said, 
will not warrant our having all the Judges 
we need. 

As to the discomfort caused by the court- 
rooms in the old courthouse being on the 
first and second floors and, therefore, close 
to the noises of the streets, that will be ob- 
viated to a great extent in the new court- 
house building; the rooms there may be 80 
far away from the noise and so coo! that 
possibly cases can be tried there during the 
summer months. That, however, cannot be 
determined until next summer. I remem- 
ber many years ago one of our Circuit 
Judges set the docket throughout the 
month of July, setting 30 cases each week, 
with the result that he only tried a few 
cases in which juries were waived. and de- 
prived himself of his much-needed vacation. 
He did not set his docket again during the 
summer time. 
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Possibly Mr. Banker is so constituted that 
he cannot have brain-fag: !f so, he is lucky. 
I would like to have him sit in a courtroom 
during the hot season all day for a whole 
week; he would soon find out why our 
Judges suffer from “brain-fag.” He seems 
to think that all a Judge has to do is sit on 
the bench like a referee at a prize fight. The 
latter has nothing to do after the fight is 
finished, while the Judge has to set apart 
some of his time each week hearing argu- 
ments on motions for new trials, reading 
briefs, reading the decisions cited in the 
briefs, and consider the points to be decid- 
ed. The Judges of our equity courts, in 
which no jury cases are tried, are stil! 
busier. One of them I know is at work by 
8:30 o'clock each morning and stays at least 
until 5:30. which I venture to say Mr. Bank- 
er does not. All that Mr. Banker does is. 
I presume, his duty as an officer in a bank 
or possibly stock broker. Our Judges have, 
on the contrary, the most important ques- 
tions to decide; in murder cases. the ques- 
tion of life or death; in other cases. free- 
dom or imprisonment in the penitentiary 
or workhouse; and at that, Mr. Banker 
probably makes five or stx times more in- 
come than our Circuit Judges do for much 
more work. Running a bank or stock busi- 
ness is decidediy different from being a 
Judge of the Circuit Court. 

Under the present system, by which one 
Judge assigns jury cases to the efght jury 
trial Judges, more cases are disposed of 
than by the old system, by which cases were 
divided equally among ail the Judges. Be 
that as it may, it frequently happens. that 
out of the docket of 150 cases set each week 
in the assignment division, sometimes not a 
dozen are ready for trial, the resuit being 
that the Judges have very little to do that 
week. That is not their fault any more 
than if the banker's doors are open and cus- 
tomers do not come tn to patronize him. 
The same thing happens in the equity divi- 
sion; 19, 123 or 15 cases are sometimes eet

PARIS, July 6.—Re-establish- 
ment of the elective Cortes, or 
Spanish Parliament, is provided for 
by the projected new Spanish con- 
stitution, submitted to the WNa- 
tional Assembly for plenary action 
in October, the text of which has 
become known here. 

The projected constitution would 
establish Spain as a constitutional 
monarchy with the elective power 
vested in the King, the Ministry 
to have arbitrary consulative pow- 
er. 

The legislative power would re- 
vert to the Cortes, a single body 
containing one member for every 
100,000 of population, both men 
and women being eligible for mem- 
bership and for enumeration for 
representation, 

One half of the Cortes would be 
elected by Universal Suffrage, 30 
members appointed by royal de- 
cree and the rest elected by spe- 
cial classifications or professions 
as laws later enated might estab- 
lish. 

The King, under the new con- 
stitution, profiting by the advice of 
his Ministers, would initiate all 
laws except those referring to Gov- 
ernment expenditures, which have 
previously received the approval of 
one-fifth of the deputies.

MADRID, July 5.—As we were 
very near the Azores, we supposed 
we would be sought by searching 
parties around the islands, but the 
strong contrary north winds which 
prevailed when we were about 100 
nautical miles from the islands 
made even this hope rather vague. 

We had supper from the rem- 
nants of our afternoon meal, hav- 
ing still the untouched emergency 
supply we carried with us. 

At dawn on the 23d, everything 
on board was just the same. We 
managed to arrange our radio re- 
ceiver in the morning and in the 
afternoon we were able to do just a 
little working with our transmit- 
ter, but we got very little range. 
We hoped that by transmitting 
during the night we would be able 


to enlarge our reach and summon | 


aid. 

We had a thermos bottle with 
cold coffee, and four tins of con- 
densed milk, each tin containing 
about four liters. With this food 
we had our breakfast, which we 
heated over the spirit stove that 
we carried on board.

BROOKS OUTLINES PLAN 
T0 SPEED UP TRAFFIC 


For Automatic Signals on Olive 
and Widening of More 
Streets. 


Plans for speeding up St. Louis 
traffic by the opening of new main 
arteries and the installation of co- 
ordinated stop-and-go signals were 
outlined by Director of Streets and 
Sewers Brooks in a talk before the 
lKederation of Improvement Asso- 
ciations at a luncheon yesterday at 
the City Club. 

The principal projects to be un- 
dertaken are the installation of 13 
automatic signals along widened 
Olive street between Twelfth and 
Grand boulevards, with a central 
control plant at Jefferson avenue, 
and the widening of Market street, 
between Fourth street and Vande- 
venter avenue, of Morgan street 
and Enright across Grand io 
Kingshighway, of Twelfth boule- 
vard north to Natural Bridge ave- 
nue, of Clark avenue and Forest 
Park avenue with an underpass 
at Grand, and of Seventh street be- 
tween Market and Spruce streets. 

Brooks pointed out that the 
number of automobiles in St. Louis 
and St. Louis County increased 
from 62,103 in 1920 to 208,622 in 
1928, although the present. city 
street mileage is about the same 
as it was eight years ago. He de- 
fended the policy of improving ma- 
jor thoroughfares, explaining that 
concentration of traffic on major 
streets made for easier regulation 
and control. 

Brooks spoke against parking in 
the downtown district, declaring 
that during the recent 90-day pe- 
road when parking was prohibited 
east of Twelfth boulevard, acci- 
dents in the downtown area were 
reduced 30 per cent. He urged the 
use of the levee for parking auto- 
mobiles and predicted that the 
time was close at hand when new 
office buildings would have built- 
in garages. 

Traffic counts, he said, have 
shown that signals reduced acci- 
dents about 75 per cent, holding 
that pedestrians needed regulation 
as much as motorists. If the pub- 
lic will oc-operate, he declared, the 
new pedestrian control ordinance 
will justify itself both by reducing 
accidents and speeding up traffic.

WALLACE COAL CO 
GES ITO BANKRUPT 


Acts After U. S. Judge Refuses 
Retraining Order Sought 
by Chicago Firm. 


A voluntary petition in bank- 
ruptcy was filed by the Wallace 
Coal Co., Pierce Building, in Fed- 
eral Court yesterday, within less 
than an hour after Judge Faris 
had refused to issue a temporary 
restraining order against this ac- 
tion, sought by the Brewerton Coal 
Corporation of Chicago. The Wal- 
lace company’s schedule of assets 
and liabilities will be submitted 
later. 

The Brewerton Corporation's in- 
junction suit, an unusual proceed- 
ing, is pending although the imme- 
diate relief it sought was denied. 
The Wallace company was incor- 
porated in 1924 with $50,000 cap- 
itul, headed by E. J. Wallace, a 
figure in the coal business here for 
a number of years. Defendants in 
the Brewerton suit-are the Wallace 
company, Wallace, his wife, J. A. 
Hiebert and H. EK. Fehlenberg, the 
individuals as officers and direc- 
tors of the corporation. 

On March 7, it is set out In the 
injunction suit, the Wallace com- 
pany assigned $129,869 of its ac- 
counts receivable and capital stock 
to the Brewerton Corporation, the 
latter agreeeing to pay $96,904 in 
claims against the Wallace com- 
pany. The bankruptcy action, it 
was alleged, would injure the 
Brewerton Corporation because it 
would be unable to collect the as- 
signed accounts in full. 

One of the claimants, the injunc- 
tion petition deciares, is W. H. 
Burke of Decatur, Ill, purchasing 
agent of the Illinois Light & Power 
Co., who sought $5000 under a 
judgment. The Chicago firm al- 
leges he is a stockholder in the 
Wallace company, but that his 
name has been kept from the rec- 
ords because he has been buying 
coal from it for his employers and 
taking commissions on the transac- 
tions and did not want his employ- 
ers to know about his stock inter- 
est. 

In an attempt to force payment 
of his claim in full, the petition 
avers, Burke and the officers of 
the Wallace company threatened 
the bankruptcy proceeding to de- 


preciate the valued of the assigne ! 
claims in retaliation for the refusul 
to pay Burke. 

The Brewerton Coal Corpora- 
tion, assignee of the claims, is 
holding company for the Brewer- 
ton Coal Co., which has a $30,000 
claim against the Wallace com- 
pany, Wallace said, charging that 
W. A. Brewerton, president of 
both concerns, wanted to make 
this claim a preferential one. Wai- 
lace declared Brewerton persuad- 
ed him not to liquidate last March. 
but to assign the claims instead. 

Assets are $140,000 or $150,000. 
Wallace said, and Hiabilities $92.- 
000, so he declared his creditors 
would lose nothing. He explaine:! 
that he felt the only honorable 
way to straighten out his affairs 
was to put the company in bank- 
ruptcy. Burke never was a stock- 
holder, Wallace said, and had noth- 
ing to do with coal purchases for 
the Illinois Light & Power Co. Wal- 
lace, who was adviser to the Fed- 
eral Fuel Administration in Mis- 
sour! during the World War. is do- 
ing business now as the E. J. Wal- 
lace Coal Co., not incorporated.
